orris Greenburg, 
© had been under arrest since the 
shooting, testified that, after taking 
three men from Cuddy's saloon to 
the saloon on Cass avenue, he drove 
Cuddy to the latter place. Cuddy ar- 
rived a few minutes before the shoot- 
ing, Greenburg said. 

Greenburg said that Cuddy pur- 
chased a round of drinks for every- 
one in the saloon and that whe 
(Greenburg) then went out and sat 
in the automobile. He sald he heard 
no shooting, but that when Cuddy 
came out a few minutes later he di- 
rected that he be taken to a saloon 
at Grand and Easton avenues. Cud- 
dy spent an hour in the Easton ave- 
nue saloon, Greenburg said, and 
was then driven to Twenty-second 
and Madison streets. 

Cuddy was arrested in connection 
with a series of burglaries in 1914, 
but was acquitted by a jury in the 
Cireult Court. Both Donnelly and 
Cuddy were arrested at Ewing ave- 
nue and Olive street in November. 
1919, when policemen found a load- 
ed revolver in Donnelly's pocket. 

An open verdict of homicide was 
returned, no one being named as re- 


‘sponsible, but it was made known 


that the police would continue to 
hold all the suspects arrested afte; 
the shooting. 

Mrs. Evelyn Storms, who was in a 
wineroom at the rear of the s.!ouon 
when the shooting occurred and 
who had told the police of naving 
seen several of the suspects in the 
faloon, was placed on the stand.
